REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and the Citizens of Raymond, N H.: 

Herewith I submit my fourth annual report and the tenth 
in the series of reports of the District. Superintendents. 

The progress of Raymond along educational lines during 
the past year refiects great credit upon its citizens and the 
members of its School Board. Advances in school organiza- 
tion and administration have been many and important. 
Last year’s recommendations and plans have nearly all been 
put into effect. Real tangible results have been shown, 
greater ones are within sight. 

By far the most important steps taken during the year 
have been, first, the formal adoption by the board of the stand- 
ard programmes for the secondary and the elementary schools 
of New Hampshire and the organization of the local schools 
along such lines as will best meet their requirements; second, 
the extension of the High School curricula to include another 
year of school work, the eleventh, the equipment of a labora- 
tory with proper furniture, apparatus, etc., to meet the de- 
mands of the science courses and the purchase of the necessary 
texts and reference books; third, the addition of the domestic 
arts curriculum, affording instruction from the beginning of 
the fifth year of school life through the high school grades, 
the furnishing and the equipping of a building for the cooking 
department, the purchase of the necessary reference books. 
and of a sewing machine; fourth, the closing of the three 
outside schools and the establishment of a transportation 
system; fifth, the further development of the manual training 
courses and the purchase of tools and woodworking appara- 
tus; sixth, the establishment of a lunch counter where 
warm luncheon can be obtained at cost by those pupils who 
so desire. 

Early in the spring term the new programme of studies for 
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the elementary schools of New Hampshire was issued by the 
State Department of Education. This document represents 
the results of the best modern educational thought and prac- 
tice (so far as proved practicable for the New Hampshire 
schools) not only of the state but of the whole country. 

The Board upon the recommendation of the Superintendent 
formally adopted this programme as the standard of attain- 
ment in the local schools*and voted to organize the system 
on a basis of six grades of elementary work, including the pre- 
adolescent portion of the child’s life, and six grades of sec- 
ondary work, embracing the adolescent school years. The 
secondary school of six years was further subdivided into two 
portions—the Junior High School consisting of the first three 
years, and the Senior High School likewise with a three-year 
programme. (This last division will be complete as soon as 
another grade of school work has been added to those we 
have now.) 

This adoption, supplemented by the increased and directed 
activities of the schools through the spring term, made it 
possible for us to enter in September upon the work of the 
Junior High School branches. By this action an early start 
toward a very efficient school system was made, and if pres- 
ent progress can be maintained, Raymond will soon be on a 
par with the best and most advanced school systems of this 
state. 

Within this year a new secondary programme will be pub- 
lished and some modifications of the arrangement of the High 
School branches will become necessary to adjust the Senior 
to the Junior High School curricula. Afterward a printed 
prospectus of the High Schools, showing the curricula and the 
courses and other information, can be placed in the hands of 
parents and pupils for reference. 

During the summer several of last year’s staff fendated 
their resignations to accept positions at Lowell, Newburyport, 
Hudson, Mass., Gardiner, Me.,.and Kingston, N. H. In 
September the schools opened with three new teachers. The 
present staff with their positions and training is made up 
as follows: 
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Scott Dana Staples, Headmaster of High Schools, Colby 
College, 1916. 

Jennie D. Cove, languages, Radcliffe College, 1915. 

Marion Stark, domestic arts, Simmons College, 1916. 

Pauline Carver, ancient history, Grades V and VI, music, 
drawing, Lowell Normal, 1915. 

Mildred de Moulpied, Grades III and IV, Lowell Normal, 
1913. 

Rowena Woodward, Grades I and II, Salem Normal, 1915. 

David J. Baker, manual training. 

During last summer the Grout District School building was 
brought to the Central School grounds, completely remodeled 
and equipped to serve as a room for cooking and the serving 
of lunches. This was a most commendable move and a step 
the town will not regret; it is one of which it may well be 
proud; it was an economical and effective solution of a per- 
plexing problem; our other unused buildings can be put to 
good use in similar ways. — 

A science laboratory was fitted out in the basement of the 
town building according to plans of the Superintendent with 
furniture, sinks, text and reference books. Since September 
this room has been used for chemistry, physical geography 
and woodworking classes. 

The work in woodworking, commenced on a small scale 
last year, was resumed after some delay due to the difficulty 
in securing an instructor. Since the purchase of tools, the 
work of this department has developed under the guidance of 
Mr. Baker, who has given his mind and his enthusiasm to 
this work. Shelves, book cases, a desk for convenience of 
pupils and other useful articles for the schools and the homes 
have been made or are under construction. The state pro- 
gramme outlines four years’ work extending through the 
fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth grades. This department will 
be extended during the coming year. Later a larger room 
can be provided and a forge installed for work in metal. 

In September, a transportation system was established to 
serve the pupils who had previously attended the three out- 
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side schools. This has resulted in giving to all pupils equal 
advantages and to those of the upper grades the privilege of 
rooms which are properly heated, lighted and ventilated, 
which are equipped and fitted for efficient instruction. The 
advantage of receiving training under competent, well-trained 
teachers deserves the appreciation of parents. The Board 
has exerted itself to properly care for the safety of the chil- 
dren and to protect them from exposure. 

The lunch counter has been in operation but a short time. 
Undoubtedly it will be welcomed by parents as a praiseworthy 
addition to our facilities for caring for the health and the com- 
fort of our school children. <A considerable number of the 
pupils are availing themselves of the opportunity offered. 
These lunches are served at cost, and no profit is derived from 
the sale of food. 

In the fall term on account of the crowded condition of the 
upper grades, the pupils of the fifth and the sixth grades were 
moved from the large room on the upper floor to the assembly 
room on the ground floor of the town building. Blackboards 
were installed along the walls. The pupils of the Junior and 
the Senior High Schools were then seated in the large room 
on the upper floor, and the former High School room was 
fitted out as a recitation and sewing room. 

Last spring a plot of ground was hired and school gardens 
were cultivated by the pupils of the fifth and the sixth grades. 
While schools were in session the gardens flourished, and inter- 
esting lessons were given. However, during the summer the 
gardens were neglected and results were not forthcoming. 

A very pleasing and instructive feature of this year’s work, 
devised by the Board and made possible by the kindness of 
several of the citizens, has been the series of talks given to 
the pupils of the upper grade at the opening exercises. The 
dates, the speakers and their subjects follow: 

September 15, 1916, ‘‘Opportunities,’’ Rev. A. H. Barker. 

October 4, 1916, ‘‘Our Relations to the Community,” J. T. 
Bartlett.

[RECOMMENDATIONS 


It is highly important that we extend our secondary pro- 
gramme through the twelfth year of school life. To secure us 
a position as a fully approved High School of the first class 
we have only to furnish the required equipment and the nec- 
essary texts and to provide for sufficient teaching power. 
The chief expense will be the apparatus required for the study 
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of physics. Full approval of the State Department will be 
granted as soon as the equipment has been set up in the lab- 
oratory and the other requirements have been met. This 
can all be accomplished before the school year ends, and the 
formal signed statement of the Department can be put in the 
place of the one which certifies full approval of the work now 
being done. 

This means that your boy or your girl will be able to enter 
directly from this High School the college, technical or nor- 
mal school, or other higher institution of learning which he 
or she may choose. Viewed from the standpoint of economy - 
this is a great advantage to the town. It should be remembered 
that, without a High School, in addition to the constantly 
increasing economic value, cost of tuitions paid by the town 
and the state to other towns, the parent has the living 
and the traveling expenses of his child to pay. Besides 
it is often questionable whether it is a wise policy to send im- 
presssionable boys and girls away from the home circle for 
their secondary education. 

The High School work in the practical arts should return 
to the community a gradually increasing economic value as 
part payment for the amount annually raised by taxation in 
the way of sewing, cooking, nursing, the care of the aged and 
the sick, home gardening, carpentry and repairing and forging. 
The science department can likewise contribute materially to 
the welfare of the community. 

The Pecker building is considerably out of repair, it is in 
unsanitary condition, the outhouses and the approaches are 
not fit for the use of our little children, they are dangerous 
to the health and the morals, the present position of the 
building is such as to make the danger from automobiles 
very great. Some action should be taken soon to remedy 
conditions and to give the little ones the same consideration 
as the pupils in the upper grades. 

Now that the state programme includes home gardening as 
a part of the work of the first six years of school life and the 
domestic arts department will require each September for

the work in canning and preserving many of the products | 
raised, we should look to see considerable enthusiasm in this 
department. These home gardens should be visited and prop- 
erly supervised during the summer season. 

As suggested in last year’s report a fair held early in the 
fall term for the display of all the products of the gardens 
and of the sewing, cooking and the manual training work 
would stimulate interest. Both the United States govern- 
ment and the State Department are interested in having agri- 
cultural education given in every school. 

There is no more important work, nothing more patriotic 
than the development of the practical arts courses in the 
schools of our country. Our very existence as a-nation de- 
pends on our skill in making the most of our resources. 

I further recommend the frequent use of disinfectant in 
each of our school rooms. This will help in reducing the num- 
ber of colds and in the prevention of disease. During the 
coming year the thought of those in charge of the schools 
should be directed to finding some method for the over- 
sight of the children’s health, periodical inspection to dis- 
cover incipient disease and for some sort of dental clinic. 

Your attention is called to the attendance statistics for the 
year ending July 15, 1916, to the roll of honor and to the 
present junior-senior curricula with the probable courses for 
the twelfth grade. 

Inspection of the attendance table will show a slight de- 
crease In total enrolment, in percentage of attendance and in 
the number of visits of citizens, an increase in the number of 
tardinesses from 548 to 654. 

An energetic and co-operative effort on the part of parents, 
teachers, Superintendent and the Board should be made to 
reduce the number of tardinesses. 

In conclusion, I wish to pay tribute to the intelligence and 
the efficiency of your School Board whose members have 
worked with me to improve and to build for Raymond a school 
' system worthy of the confidence and the pride of the citizens. 
An expression of appreciation for the efforts of the teachers 
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to carry out the details of work outlined and recognition of 
the good will and the support of parents and citizens is due 
from the Superintendent.
